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U.  S.  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  IN  HISTORICAL  PERSPECTIVE 


Where  do  U.S.  agricultural  exports  stand  today?  Tlie  chart  on  the  cover  places  the  current 
level  in  its  true  historical  perspective. 

The  present  is  an  era  of  world  prosperity;  consumer  income  and  agricultural  production  are 
up,  both  here  and  abroad.  The  last  similar  era  was  in  the  late  1920’ s.  Between  these  two 
periods  lie  depression,  drought,  war,  and  recovery.  These  events  have  brought  about  great 
changes  in  U-S.  agricultural  exports. 

The  cover  chart  shows  these  changes  at  both  actual  and  constant  prices.  The  constant-price 
value,  the  solid  line,  gives  a  truer  picture  of  the  trends  because  it  eliminates  changes 
in  value  of  exports  due  merely  to  the  long-time  decrease  in  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar. 
These  are  the  significant  facts  that  the  solid  line  shows; 

(1)  Agricultural  exports  in  1955  stood  at  $3. 37  billion,  22  percent  above  the  31-year 
average  of  $2.76  billion. 

(2)  Agricultural  exports  in  1955  were  14  percent  below  the  1952  Korean  peak  of  $3*92 
billion.  But  buying  that  year  was  largely  scare  buying;  agricultural  exports  jumped  up  a 
half  billion  dollars  as  foreign  countries  built  up  stocks.  When  this  situation  ended, 
foreign  countries  reduced  their  stocks;  U.S.  agricultural  exports  in  1953  fell  by  28  per¬ 
cent  to  $2*84  billion. 

(3)  Agricultural  exports  in  1955  were  only  4  percent  below  the  $3-49  billion  average 
of  the  prosperous  late  1920’ s  and  about  the  same  as  the  $3.38  billion  average  of  1946-50, 
when  a  large  part  of  agricultural  exports  was  under  foreign  aid. 

(4)  Agricultural  exports  in  1955  were  64  percent  above  the  $2.05  billion  of  the 
immediate  prewar  period,  1936-40.  But  the  world  was  not  prosperous  in  that  period.  In 
addition,  the  United  States  had  less  available  for  sale  because  of  severe  drought. 

(5)  Since  the  post-Korean  drop  to  $2.84  billion  in  1953,  agricultural  exports  have 
come  back  strongly.  Exports  in  1955  were  16  percent  above  the  1953  level,  although  also 
14  percent  below  the  1952  level.  Hence,  about  half  of  the  decline  from  1952  to  1953  has 
been  regained.  The  increase  in  the  last  2  years  has  been  achieved  despite  the  fact  that 
foreign  production  has  been  expanding. 

These  overall  trends  should  not  obscure  this  important  additional  fact;  Over  the  years, 
there  have  been  startling  shifts  in  the  pattern  of  trade.  The  chart  on  page  4  shows  that 
exports  of  grains  and  feeds,  livestock  products,  vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds,  and  fruits  and 
vegetables  have  expanded  considerably  over  the  level  of  the  late  1920’ s.  Tobacco  exports 
are  at  about  the  same  level.  Exports  of  cotton  are  considerably  lower.  Details  for 
principal  commodities  are  shown  in  the  subsequent  charts.  The  shifts  point  up  the  problems 
and  opportunities  for  American  agriculture  in  a  changing  world  market.
